Goes Back to Pioneer Days. 
More than a generation ago some 
of the army authorities found It nec­ 
essary to have a military wagon road 
from Coos hay to Roseburg in Ore­ 
gon. 
Dec. 7, 1858, congress passed 
sn set donating to the state of Ore­ 


gon shoot 100.000 acres of land to 
aid in the construction of this mili­ 
tary road. 
Then the 
proviso was 
th at the land should be applied ex­ 
clusively to the construction of the 
road, should be disposed of only as 
the work progressed, and should be 
sold to any person in quantities not 
greater than a quarter section and 
for a price not exceeding $2.50 per 
acre. 
The state of Oregon confirmed this 
grant on the same term s to the Coos 
Bay Wagon Road company, which 
built a highway of an inferior char­ 
acter still In existence. 
The wagon 
road company, however, steadily re­ 
fused to dispose of this land, which 
was almost all of it covered with val­ 
uable tim ber, according to the term s 
of the act of congress, but transfer­ 
red the whole of the grant to the 
“Southern Oregon company.” which 
holds the land to this day, apparent­ 
ly in defence of law. 
Real estate men and others who 
had looked Into the m atter began to 
file applications for entry on this 
wagon road land, under the term s of 
the original act of congress by which 
any one was entitled to buy a quar­ 
ter section at the maximum price 
of $2.50 per mere. 
Among the most active of these 
agents in securing applications for 
quarter sections of valuable tim ber 
land at a ridiculously low price were 
Reader ft W atkins of M arshfield, 
Ore. 
Their plan was to make appli­ 
cation to the local representative of 
the Southern Oregon company for a 
quarter section In the name of some 
individual applicant at the purchase 
price of $500 for 160 acres. 
Upon the usual refusal of the com­ 
pany to make a sale an affidavit set­ 
ting forth the facts was filed with 
the county clerk. Reeder ft W atkins 
appeared aa agents only. They charg­ 
ed a retaining fee of $100 on each 
quarter section and 
a 
contingent 
commission of $100 whenever an ap­ 
plicant should receive his land. They 
also agreed to join the United States 
in a teat cass to recover this public 
land or to compel the Southern Ore­ 
gon company to sell it according to 
the term s of the original grant. 
Tillm an in a t Critical Point 
It is evident th at action by the 
United States governm ent was in­ 
dispensable to the success of his 
scheme, which, on the face of it. 
wag an entirely legitim ate one. It is
